FAMOUS SPECTRE SHIPS."

:@ Dutch trading vessel'and was wreck- 
ed.of Block Island in 1752. The 
wreckers, ir is said. made short work 
of her. stripping her fore and (aft and 
Setting fire to the hulf. 
AS she drifted’ blazing off the coast 
‘a human form was visible amid the 
. flames, the form of a woman passen- 
ger, left.to perish ‘on the doomed 
craft. Since, and generally upon the 
anniversary of the’wreck, 2 phantom 
Ship with blazing hull. charred ‘spars 
and scorched sail and rigging has been 
cruising off Block Island.

‘THE CRAZIEST" ATTEMPT. 


“Piracy flourishes much nearer 
home than the Chinese Seas. In the.

off Cestillejos. The Riff pirates, -if
